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Oberlin Manifesto 
There cou ld be no more appropriate origin 
for a manifesto of intellectu al freedom at the 
beginning of another school year than the facu l­ 
ty of Oberlin College. This is an institu tion 
which has won its prestige by asserting aca­ 
demic leadership. 
The docu ment bearing the considered views 
cf the facu lty members has been sent to all 
other colleges and u niversities. It is intended to 
help clear the academic air at a critical mo­ 
ment. Edu cation never had so mu ch money al­ 
located to its u ses, or so many dou bts abou t its 
pu rposes. 
Unfortu nately, edu cation has become deep­ 
ly involved in politics. Unfortu ntely, the invol­ 
vement is certain to become Norse, becau se of 
the growth of tax-su pported colleges and u ni­ 
versities. There is an u nseemly pu lling and 
hau ling for the mind of the modem stu dent. 
Even volu ntary institu tions like Oberlin can 
expect to have trou ble with self-appointed cen­ 
sors- eager to tell their cou ntrymen what they 
shou ld not think and, in so doing, to steer them 
toward “correct** thinking. 
Whether the censors and thou ght-controllers 
are shilling for the right or left in politics is im­ 
m aterial;—they are no friends 
of 
academic 
freedom if they have become alvocates at the 
expense of objectivity. 
That is the sense of the Oberlin manifesto— 
that " . . . all forms of interference with intel­ 
lectu al freedom are inimical to the democratic 
way of life.” Among teachers, among learners 
and among all who cherish the right to seek the 
tru th withou t feeling a censor’s hot breath on 
their necks, Oberlin’s strong position in a mean, 
dirty and dangerou s scrimmage in the battle 
for men’s minds is direct reassu rance that the 
scrimmage at least is not going to be lost by de­ 
fau lt. 


It Always Worked Before 
There is no su ch thing as a detached view­ 
point on inflation, u nfortu nately. Everybody is 
in it u p to his pocketbook—and beyond. 
Bu t it is possible to see how the inflation 
fornxila is applied u nder the New Deal and the 
Fair Deal. It is a coldly systematic procedu re. 
The valu e is taken ou t of money by heavy 
spending, heavy taxing and constantly rising 
wage rates, stimu lated by federal agencies. 
The pu blic is begu iled into believing the gov­ 
ernment is resisting the very thing it is encou r­ 
aging by a continu ou s barrage of anti-inflation 
propaganda. 
While this has no effect on inflation, it 
makes votes becau se the propaganda shifts the 
blame for vanishing bu ying power from govern­ 
ment to private enterprise and to Congress. 
Thu s, the latest move is to talk abou t a 
special session of Congress to repress rising 
prices by slapping on more controls. Meanwhile, 
rising prices have been made inevitable by a 
new rou nd of wage increases set off by a gov­ 
ernment-encou raged strike in the steel indu stry 
ard a government-created settlements 
Unexpected help in price-boostftg has been 
forthcoming from a drou ght which not only in­ 
creases the cost of eating bu t gives tlje govern­ 
ment a chance to increase its claim on agri­ 
cu ltu ral gratitu de by making loans and grants. 
From now u ntil election day at least, gov­ 
ernment policy will be more inflationary than 
ever. At the same time, the government will 
talk as if it were opposed to high prices, which 
are the resu lt of inflation. 
The formu la has worked since 1940. The 
people who are in power and intend to stay in 
power if they can, believe it will work again. 
Do everything possible to stimu late infla­ 
tion while pretending to be against it. Take the 
valu e ou t of money with one hand and rake in 
the votes with the other hand.

His Defeat A Strong Probability 


It's Hard To Tell Which Is More Frightening 


Two of u s were comparing notes 
on the presidential campaign as it 
shapes u p thu s far. My consu ltant 
happened to be an expert in the 
field of election statistics bu t who 
possesses a good deal of pojitical 
ju dgment of his own besides and 
who, like myself, isn’t wedded to 
any candidate. 
Each of u s independently had 
reached the same conclu sions: 
1. That, based on the strategy 
since the conventions, the defeat 
of Eisenhower is a strong probabi­ 
lity. 
2. That while the Taft leaders 
will campaign earnestly and sin­ 
cerely su pport Eisenhower, seriou s 
disaffection exists in 
the 
low 
echelons of the Repu blican party 
organization and among the rank 
and file. Since the Taft strength, 
as measu red in many a state du r­ 
ing the pre-convention primaries, 
was repeatedly shown to be ap­ 
proximately 50 percent or more cf 
the Repu blican vote, any su bstan­ 
tial defection presents a grave 
problem to Eisenhower. 
3. That u nless Eisenhower can 
poll the fu ll Repu blican vote, he 
will lose the election. If he loses 
as mu ch as 25 percent of the Taft 
vote, he is a teaten candidate. 
4. That there may not be enou gh 
independent votes swinging to Eis­ 
enhower to offset the Repu blican 
stay-away vote. 
5. That despite the foregoing ana­ 
lysis an entirely different factor 
may help Eisenhower to win—the 
bogging down of the Stevenson 
campaign which already has made 
mistakes even worse from a poli­ 
tical standpoint than those of Eis­ 
enhower. 


6. THAT THE vote-getting power 
of the entire Democratic machine 
has been grossly u nderestimated 
by the Repu blican strategists in 
the last fou r presidential cam­ 
paigns and that if Stevenson does 
get the 100 percent activity of the 
federal officeholders, the CIO and 
AFL organizations working smooth­ 
ly and enthu siastically with the big 
city machines of the Democratic 
party, he can win bu t to do so he 
.mu st avoid taking “pot shots” at 
Tru man which cool the ardor of 
the campaign workers in the “left 
wing” grou p. 
7. That polls and political ana­ 
lyses and ju dgments made in the 
last week of Au gu st are often 
changed materially by develop­ 
ments in October. 
The last one of these observa­ 
tions is recalled with considerable 
vividness by this writer, who in 
September, * 1948. predicted Tru ­ 
man’s election on the basis of 
what had happened u p to that time 
only to find himself reversing that 
opinion in late October on what 
seemed to be a strong Repu blican 
tide then ru nning, bu t which, as it 
tu rned ou t, was not strong enou gh 
to reverse the trends of Au gu st 
and September. 
The chief trou ble with the Eisen­ 
hower campaign to date is that 
it is evidently being ru n by people 
who are addicted to a “theory” 
bu t don’t u nderstand that it’s a 
“condition” which they face if they 
want to win. 
A concrete example of bu ngling 
from a political viewrpoint is Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower’s handling of the 
McCarthy issu e. Anyone with an 
ou nce of political ju dgment wou ld 
have been able weeks 
ago to 
“brief” the Repu blican presiden­ 
tial nominee of this qu estion. Prior 
to the Wisconsin senatorial pri­ 
mary, the general shou ld

kept his lips tightly sealed on the 
issu e saying merely it was u p to 
the Repu blican voters of Wisconsin 
to decide whom they w?anted to 
dominate.

Korean war fighting. 
For instance, regarding the fau l­ 
ty mechanical condition of vehicles, 
which cou ld be greatly improved 
by periodic compu lsory inspection, 
reports from 25 states indicate that 
abou t 6 per cent of the vehicles 
involved in fatal accidents had one 
or more u nsafe conditions. Abou t 
one-third of the defects were u n­ 
safe brakes, a sixth were blow­ 
ou ts or other tire defects, and an­ 
other sixth were improperly adju s­ 
ted or bu rned-ou t lights. 
Speeding was the most impor­ 
tant driver violation in lata J acd- 


Others were being u nder the in­ 
flu ence of alcohol, improper pass­ 
ing, and ignoring the signals of a 
policeman or traffic control device, 
su ch as a stop sign or red light. 
A special stu dy carried ou t by 
the states of Connecticu t, Massa­ 
chu setts, Nebraska and Wisconsin 
showed that you ng people are by 
far the most dangerou s drivers. 
More traffic deaths occu r in 
October than in any other month, 
with September, November and 
December also bad. This is des­ 
pite the fact the peak motor ve­ 
hicle traffic load occu rs in Au gu st. 
The fewest traffic deaths occu r in 
Febru ary. 
Reports from 21 states indicated 
that 80 per cent of the fatal acci­ 
dents occu rred on straight roads, 
13 per cent on sharp tu rns and 7 
per cent on cu rves. 
/ 
On the basis of motor vehicle 
deaths per 100 million vehicle 
miles, Rhode Island was safest 
last year with 3.0. Massachu setts 
and Connecticu t each has 3.9 and 
Sou th Dakota 4.5. 
At the bottom of the safety list 
were Arizona and New Mexico with 
12.9 each and Nevada and Sou th 
Carolina with 12.0. 
If fu rther proof is needed that 
driving is a hazardou s bu siness, 
witness rising au to insu rance rato 
3. 
Both hazards and rates cou ld be 
redu ced, however, by stiffer and 
more u niform state regu lations 
governing the condition of both 
the driver and his car.
